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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Wilkes, Jr. in view of Mardus and Cellier. 

Wilkes discloses a mobile broadcast receiving system where information 
content as well as location data are broadcast comprising receiving 
equipment 21 , equipment for retrieving data specifying area defining 
location of mobile unit (abstract), comparing present location with received 
location and outputting the broadcast data when the comparator selects 
the received data, except for specifically stating that the route of travel is 
compared to received location data, or that receiver is sensitive in the 
zenithal direction. 

Mardus discloses a mobile broadcast receiving system where 
information content as well as location data are broadcast comprising 
receiving equipment (col. 6, line 1), equipment for retrieving data specifying 
area defining location of route of mobile unit (col. 5, lines 67-68), and 
comparing present route with received location and outputting the 
broadcast data when the comparator selects the received data (abstract). 
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Cellier teaches desirability of using a zenith sensitive receiver in a 
mobile unit receiving system, in order to more clearly receive broadcast 
data in an urban environment (col. 5, lines 17-28). 

It would have been obvious to use route data and zenith oriented 
receiver as suggested by Mardus and Cellier in a broadcast receiving 
system as disclosed by Wilkes, in order to provide more comprehensive 
data regarding the immediate vicinity of a mobile unit, while allowing more 
precise detection in urban environments, especially when satellite 
communications were being utilized. 
2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Grant, Duckeck, Pressel, Schmidt and Horita disclose mobile unit 
receiving systems.
